SYNOPSIS 


ACT I, Scene 1 — A street in Seville 


Leporello is on guard at the Commendatore’s palace and waits impatiently for his master, 
Don Giovanni, who is attempting to seduce Donna Anna. Unsuccessful, the Don rushes from the 
house pursued by his intended victim who calls for help and tries to remove his disguise. Her 
father, the Commendatore, appears — sword in hand. He challenges the trespasser to a duel and 
is mortally wounded. Donna Anna and her fiancé, Don Ottavio, vow to avenge his death. 





ACT 1, Scene'2 — Same as Scene 1 

Don Giovanni and Leporello meet a weeping woman, Donna Elvira, who Don Giovanni has 
betrayed and deserted. When he realizes who she is he runs off leaving Leporello to pacify her. A 
group of peasants are celebrating the impending marriage of Masetto and Zerlina. Attracted by 
Zerlina, the Don invites the entire group to his palace. His advances to Zerlina are interrupted by 
Donna Elvira who denounces him and leaves with Zerlina. Elvira soon returns to find Donna Anna 
and Don Ottavio asking Don Giovanni's help in discovering her father’s murderer. Donna Elvira 
warns them not to trust him. As he leaves Donna Anna recognizes Don Giovanni as the murderer 
of her father. 
ACT I, Scene 3 — Near Don Giovanni's palace 

A festive party is arranged at Don Giovanni's palace. Masetto, jealous of the Don’s attention 
to Zerlina, quarrels with her. She pleads for his forgiveness. Masetto is partially mollified by the 
Don’s invitation for all to attend the party. Don Ottavio, Donna Anna and Donna Elvira return 
wearing masks. They will also attend the party. 


ACT 1, Scene 4— The Garden of Don Giovanni's palace 

While the guests are dancing Don Giovanni lures Zerlina into another room. Zerlina’s screams 
are heard and Don Giovanni drags in Leporello, who, he says, is the culprit. The three masked guests 
reveal their true identity and denounce Don Giovanni who is forced to fight his way out with 
drawn sword. 


ACT II, Scene 1 — A street in Seville 

Don Giovanni and Leporello arrive at Donna Elvira’s house. They exchange cloaks so that 
Leporello may entice Donna Elvira away while the Don serenades her attractive maid. Masetto and 
his friends come to punish the Don but do not recognize him in his disguise as Leporello. Don Gio- 
vanni sends the villagers away, gives Masetto a thrashing and escapes. Zerlina finds Masetto and 
consoles him. 


ACT II, Scene 2— Same as Scene 1 

Leporello arrives with Donna Elvira who still thinks her escort is Don Giovanni. Donna Anna, 
Don Ottavio, Zerlina and Masetto then appear and threaten to kill the Don for his crimes. 
Leporello is forced to reveal his true identity and barely manages to escape. 


ACT II, Scene 3— A graveyard 

Don Giovanni and Leporello meet in a cemetery near the statue of the Commendatore. Don 
Giovanni, ignoring a voice from the statue warning him of his impending doom, recklessly tells 
Leporello to invite the Commendatore for dinner. Leporello is terrified when the statue accepts. 


ACT II, Scene 4 — A room in Donna Anna's house 

Don Ottavio entreats Donna Anna to marry him, but she asks him, gently, to postpone their 
marriage. She assures him of her love, but she is still mourning her father. 
ACT II, Scene 5 — The banquet hall in Don Giovanni's palace 

Don Giovanni is dining. Donna Elvira enters and vainly pleads with him to reform. A sinister 
knocking is heard and the statue of the Commendatore enters. It urges Don Giovanni to repent 
under threat of eternal damnation. When the Don refuses the statue vanishes with him. The opera 
closes with the other characters pointing out the fate awaiting all libertines.
